Of the firſt ſort we have a remarkable Inſtance in this 
particular, (viz.) When the Coroners Inquiſition and 
the Depoſitions of Bomeny and Ruſſel, were carri'd in 
all haſte to White-Hall, in order to their immediate 
Publication ; upon reading and comparing theſe 
new Informations, it was found that they did (in 
point of time ) materially contradi& each other ; 
wherefore to make their Relations in this reſpe&, ap- 

ear to the World more conſonant to each other 
into Bomeny's Depoſition theſe words were foiſted , 
( viz.) on Friday the Thirteenth Inſtant ; wherefore 
the then Authority might properly be ſaid to have 
forg'd an Information. For upon the leaſt Alteration 
of, or Addition to what was {worn by Bomeny , 1t 
ceaſed to be his Depoſition. 

Whomſoever the then Authority pitch'd upon to 
peruſe and reconcile Ryſels and Bomenys Depoſitions,fo 
' that they might not appear to the World inconſiſtent 

with each other; tis plain he was not qualified for that 
Service ; for the words (before obſerv'd, to be added 
by this Reconciler) are foiſted into Bomeny's Depoſi- 
tion withour the leaſt congruity to Senſe and Gram- 
mar; As at large appears 1n L. p. 48. 

Ir matter'd not how contradiory Bomeny and 
Ruſſell were in their Oaths before the Coroner, pro- 
'vided they appear to publick view in a credible 
Dreſs. For thoſe Originals being kept by the Coro- 
ner, it could not appear to the World, that either 
of theſe printed Depoſitions was different from what 
was indeed ſworn ; *twas taken for granted that the 
Coroner durſt not contradi& what Authority had or- 
dered to be printed. 

Robert Meake, a Soldier in the Tower when my 
Lord was Murder'd, ( and that very day diſcovered 
to ſeveral Friends what he knew of the matter) the 
next Morning after the Earl's Death, deſired thoſe 
(ro whorh he had made that diſcovery) not to reveal 
the leaſt of what he had. to!d them with relation to 
my Lord's Death : Fr (ſaid Meake) this wery Morning 
ſeveral Soldiers were called together, and by our Officer 
enjoyned (under ſevere Threats, not to make known any 
thing of what we ſaw or heard , with reference to my 
Lord's Death. And therefore he was undone if they 
ſhould declare what he had. the day before: told 
them. *

Lord's murtherers, that Meake had revealed his know- 
ledge in this Matter ;, and therefore they were reſol-

One of the Coroner's Jury , ſometime after my 
Lord's Death, at a Coffee-houſe, ſaid, he thought that 
they of the Jury were all infatuated, to find the Eatl Fe- 
lo de ſe; and he werily believed , that had they been al- 
lowed convemient time, they ſhould have brought it in other- 
wiſe. This Jury-man for theſe words was taken u 
impriſoned , proſecuted , and fin'd. Such were t 
violent Methods uſed in thoſe days, to avoid any Suf- 
picion of my Lord's being murthered. 

The timing the Earl's Death, and the ſudden uſe 
thereof made, 1s anothes Argument, not only of the 
Murder, but of one main end thereby deſign'd. 

Lord was taken off, when that great Patriot, the Lord 
Ruſflel was upon his Tyyal. 

As ſoon as King Ch. heard of the Earl's death, he 
ſent Sir C— to. go' and view the Body, and take 
the Examinations of ſuch as were attending on my 
Lord, at the time of his death. Sir C had no 
ſooner began to examine thoſe Attendants,but a Meſ- 
ſenger came ( as he pretended) from the King, to 
tell Sir C—, He ſt go to the Old Bayly, and give 
notice to the then Conrt , that the Earl of Eflex had cut 
his Throat. Whereupon Sir C—- , by the ſame 
Gentleman defir'd His Majeſty, that he might finiſh 
the Examinations he was then taking, and he would 
then go to the Old Bayly. But the ſame Gentleman 
ſoon return'd, and declar'd to Sir C-—, that His 
Majeſty did expreſly command him to go forthwith- 
to the Old Bayly, and to give notice of my Lord's 
Death. In obedience to which repeated Commang, 
Sir C =— inſtantly went, and gave notice to the 
Court of that deplorable Accident. Burt Sir C 
hath unhappily forgot who thus twice brought His 
I L. Pp. 47,48. 

As ſoon as the Court received this Account from 
Sir C——, with what malicious Application was it 
urg'd againſt the then unfortunate Gentleman at that 
time there upon his Tryal? It was ſaid to be an 
argument from Heaven, of the truth of the (then) 
pretended Plot. The Kings Council ſaid, That Di- 
gizrzs Dei. ( but indeed 'twas, Digitus Diabol:) appear'd 
in that Evidence, and that it was more than a thou- 
fand Witneſles. Yide L. Ruſſels Tryal. 

This Murder thus vehemently urg'd, not a little 
bias'd the Fury againſt the then Priſoner ; ſome of _ 
them having ingenuouſly confeſsd, that it much in- 
fluenced their Verdi®Qt againſt that unfortunate Gen- 
tleman. Thus by that fatal Cut, wherewith thoſe 
bloody Wretches murder'd thg Earl, they did (virtu- 
ally)deſtroy two. of our greateſt Patriots, true Statee 
Martyrs for the Religion, Laws , and Liberties of their 
Native Country. 
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| Shall now give you a ſhort Account npon what” 
Grounds I did firſt ingage in this Profecution, 
and what hardſhips IT have met with from the Se- 
verity of the two laſt Reigns, for having endea- 

voured to dcteCt this complicated Murther. 
My Lord'of Efex was taken off the 13th of July; 
the Coroner fat on. the Body the 14th, and'on _

*r6th of the ſame Month, the Depoſitions ( taken 
before the Coroner) were printed, in which (amongft 
'Other things) it was ſworn, That the Razor was 
lock'd in with the Body into the Cloſet, and there 
found. Upon reading this particular, a Friend of min? 
declared the Razor could not be lock'd into the Clo- 
ſet ; for there was a bloody Razor thrown, out of 
my Lord's Chamber Window before it was known 
that the Earl was dead, and that this Razor ſo ſeen 
thrown out , one Edwards beforcmentioned , endea- 
voured 'to take up; buta Maid came out of my 
'Lord's Lodgings, and took it up, running with 1t in- 
to my. Lord's Lodgings, and then firſt diſcover d his 
Lordſhips death, | 

Finding this Relation very inconfiſtent with what 
was ſworn beſore the Coroner, I concluded thoſe 
forſworn Attendants did not ſwear fi]lſe for any 
other end, but to avoid the diſcovery of hat Truth, 
which might dere@ this Vilanous Murder. 

Hereupon I did adviſe with ſome Friends,to whom 
I did communicate my Refolution of making inqui- 
ry into this matter ; but with :n vnanimous Con- 
fent they all diſfluaded me, telling me, that if the 
Earl was Murder'd , that Intere{t and Power con- 
cernd therein was too powertul for me to cope with. 
To which I made anſwer to this effe&t, That of rhis 
T was well fatisfied ,- but I dreaded what migat be 
the conſequence of. no Mans engaging in this De- 

teQion; for if that bloody Party which deſtroy'd his 
Lordſhip , perceived ſuch their Cruelty was un- 
Juſpe&ed, and that it was generally be/ieved to be 
done.by the Earl himfelf, in probabiliry many more 
might fall ſuch 'Sacrifices to their Malice : For if 
thoſe cruel Men found any to oppoſe their D-figns; 
It was but to pretend a Crime, and thereupon Im- 
priſon them, placing over them perfidious Villains, 
that would either Murder them , or ſuffer others to 
do it, and then add Perjury to Mu:zder. - - And they 
might deſtroy many Noblemen and Gentlemen, that 
were trucſt Friends to the Eng//h Intereſt; but if 
thoſe vile Men once perceived that this rheir firſt 
Murder was ſuſpe&ed, and in danger of being ex- 
pos'd, they, wou!d not fo readily ingage- in a Second 
Parr of that horrid Tragedy, the prevention where- 
of 1 did prefer to my own private Interc{t and Safe- 
ty ; and tho to the certain Ruin of both, I was re- 
folved ( by the grace of God ) to ingage therein. 

With this Reſolution , I made inquiry after this 
Edwards ( whom before-I never ſaw) and finding 
this Boy to give the Relation before-mentioned ; and 
that as ſoon as he came from the Tower ( that Morn- 
ing my Lord died ) he declared the {me to his Mo- 
ther and Siſters ( as they were ready to atteſt ) I took 
inſubſtance what the Boy and his Relations could de- 
poſe , and therewith went to ſome Magiſtrate ; but 
I found all ſhy to meddlein the Matter. 

Being thusgifappointed, the very Thurſday after the 
Earl's Death, I went to White- Hall, and carried with 
me what the Boy and his Mother could declare, and

when upon this King's Landing , I gave ten Guineas 
for my Security-bonds, and ſo made my eſcape. 

About the ' 211t of January, 1688. Hawley, 
Monday, Ruſſel , Webſter , and Lloyd, were ferz'd as 
ſuſpeted concern'd in, or privy to my Lord's Mur- 
der ; and the 23d of the ſame Month, being the ſe- 
cond day the Convention fat, the Houſe of Lords 
conſtituted a large Committee to inquire into this 
matter ; but afterwards the Lords appointed a Cloſe 
Committee , conſiſting of theſe four Lords, (wviz.) 
The Right Honourable the Lord Steward, [the Earl 
of Devon], the Right Honourable the Earl of Bedford, 
the Right Honourable the (now): Earl of Monmouth, 
and the Right Honourable the (now) Earl of War- 
rington. | 

This Cloſe Committee met (for the moſt part) 
twice 2 Week fxom the beginning of February 1688. 
tall about the Middle of May then following. The 
23d of which Month many Depolitions and Exami- 
nations taken by the ſaid Committee , were read in 
the Houſe of Lords ; but the Lord Steward, Earl of 
Monmouth, and Warrivgton, being then gone into the 
Country in His Majedties Service, it was order<cd that 
theſe Depoſitions and Papers ſhon!d be ſealF'd up, and 
kept by the Clerk of the Parliament in the mean 
Tune. 

In the Clerks hands theſe Papers lay feaPd up till
